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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-13, 16-22 are noted in this application. Newly added claims 17-22 and 
amended claims 1-2, 4, 8, 11-13 are noted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-13, 16-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Randhawa (5,037,517) in view of Randhawa et al. (5,234,561). Randhawa '517 discloses a 
method of forming a layered structure for adhering gold 10 to a substrate 12 in which a first layer 
14 includes a member selected from the group consisting of metal nitrides, metal carbides and 
metal carbonitrides wherein the metal is selected from the group consisting of titanium, 
zirconium and hafnium is deposited on a substrate by a cathodic arc plasma deposition process 
(col.2 lines 36-50). The substrate can be brass (col.3 line 38). However, the reference fails to 
specifically teach a physical vapor deposition process. 

It is noted that Randhawa '517 discloses a cathodic arc plasma deposition process. 
Randhawa '561 teaches that a cathodic arc plasma deposition process is a physical vapor 
deposition process (col.2 line 49 - col.3 line 16). It is the examiner's position that Randhaw 
'517 does teach a physical vapor deposition process in view of Randhawa '561. 

In addition, Randhawa' 517 fails to specifically teach deposition a film onto a portion of 
the substrate. It is noted that Randhawa specifically teaches of forming a film on the substrate. 
One skilled in the art after reading Randhawa would realize that a portion of the substrate could 
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be coated given the Randhawa's successful deposition onto the entire substrate. It would have 
been obvious to one skilled in the art to coat a portion of the substrate depending on the final 
application of the desired product given Randhawa's successful deposition onto a substrate. 
The limitations of claims 2-13, 16-22 have been addressed above.
